RUINED OUTER DOOR BUT Dm 
NOT ENTER INNER VAULT. 

Burglars Attempt to Blow Safe at 
Bethel Savings Bank hut Evident¬ 
ly Did Not Realize What So rt of a 
Job They Had Attempted. 

The safo in the Bethel Savings 
Bank was blown last Saturday 
morning about 2 o’clock. 

Parties living noar the bank 
wereawakened at that hour by two 
explosions, the first a light one 
followed closely by a very heavy 
one. E. H. Young, Dr. O. D. Hill 
and others living near heard the 
explosion and quickly rushed out 
to locate it. 

A favorable night was selected 
as it was total darkness, simmer¬ 
ed down and not a street light in 
the village* Had the streets been 
lighted it might have been possi¬ 
ble to liavo detected the parties as 
Sheriff Wormoll and many others 
were out at once after the second* 
explosion, but as it was the villians 
had no difficulty in keeping from 
sight for there was no sight to keep 
from, it being so intensely dark 
that ono could not see a person 
standing directly in front of him. 

Naturally Wormell and the 
first named parties with him start¬ 
ed in the direction from whenco the 
report camo; coming to the bank 
the door was found open and upon 
entering,It was noticed that smoko 
filled the room. Examination 
found that tho safo had neon 
blown and Treasurer A. E. 
Herrick and E. C. Park, Esq. were 
summoned while teams were 
started in ovory direction through 
the rain in pursuit of tho burglars. 

Messrs. Herrick and Park made 
a careful examination and found 
that tho steel plate covoring of 
one of the outer door still 
remained in its place. The com¬ 
bination was blown completely 
out but tho inner vault was not 
injured in tho least. - . 

It appears that tho burglars did 
not re-enter the banking room 
after tho last explosion, but wore 
doubtless frightened away by tho 
lighting of lamps In tho houses 
po ur by. 

Most of onr people aro of the 
opinion that professionals had no 
hand in the work, but that It was 
by parties who knew very little of 
tho task attempted. The safo is a 
new modern Damon having a 
strong inner box with time lock 
and whon the outor door is opened 
the task of entering is scarcoly bo- 
gun; had tho party not been 
disturbed tho time at their dispos¬ 
al was not sufficient for thorn even 
with proper tools, which they did 
not have, to effect an entrance. 

Comparatively little money is 
kept at any length of time In the 
safo as nearly all cash on hand is 
kept on deposit at Portlaud and 
all stocks and bonds are deposited 
in safety vaults in that city. This 
isanothor reason that the officer 
of the bank gives, why the work 
was done by an inoxperiencedgang, 
as parties of experience would 
know that banks of this class do 
not keep in thoir safe enough of 
value to make burglary an object. 

The entrance was affected 
through tho front door. It was 
pried open by moans of a ham¬ 
mer, chisel and largo file, all of 
which were left and afterwards 
identified by Sylvester Robinson 
as tools taken that night from his 
shop. The shop was entered 
through the window. No clew 
has been obtained nor is one 
likely to be as nothing whatever 
is left to assist in identification.

All -the day long 
the farmers were bringing in their 
garden stuff and at night the two 
big halls were filled as they were 
never filled before. 

Lack of space will not allow an 
enumeration of the various exhib¬ 
its, so suffice it (o say that the dis¬ 
play of farm products did much 
credit to the exhibitors and is 
rarely excelled at a county fair. 

There were more cattle on the 
grounds than have been on exhibi¬ 
tion at the park before for some 
time. The various breeds were 
well represented. The registered 
Jerseys were out in full numbers 
as were the Holsteins, Herefords, 
Durhams and Ayershires. 

HOUSES. 

Norway fair shows a good ex¬ 
hibit of horses this year. 

L. A. Bartlett of Belgrade had 
the four-year-old Bertha Wilkes, 
who took money in the stake race at 
Lewiston, and Nella A., who won a 
heat in 2.27^ at No. Anson; Morton 
and Long of Conway, N. H., De- 
coiver, who won the 2.35 race at 
Bethel; F. E. Buck of So. Paris 
showed the three-year-old Ruth 
Wilkes and Leewood, owned 
by Charles Johnson of South 
Paris, was there. R. F. Tufls 
and Horace Porter, -both of 
So. Paris had good looking ones, 
and Chas. Crosby’s Evelyn and 
Guess So owned by Frank II. Bum- 
pus were noticed. J. B. Woodbury 
of Lewiston had four spoody ones 
having a record of 2.22£ and 2.33|.

There were fine specimens. J. H. 
Millett and sons of Norway show¬ 
ed a grade Leiscester ram, two- 
years-old weighing 250 lbs; R. M. 
Stetson of Sumner, an Oxford Down 
ram, throe-years-old weighing over 
200 lbs. with an immense fleece, 
while E. M. Leavitt of North Nor¬ 
way and C. J. Everett of Norway 
showed nice flocks. 

THE PIGS 

wero all there this year and show¬ 
ed what good milk and corn will 
do when feed judiciously; the Berk- 
shires seemed to attract the most 
attention and wore exhibited by. 
Geo. H. Dunham of Norway and 
Nathan Morrill of Buckfield ; Car- 
roll King of South Paris showed 
fine specimens of White Chester 
and Joshua Yeaton of Norway the 
Yorkshire. Any way the “Yankee 
Pigs” wero all right no matter 
what name they were called. 

THE REDDIES 

with thoir cackle and the turkeys 
with their gobble evidently did not 
believe in being seen andnotheard.

THE SPOILED DINNER. 

It was Monday morning, aud 
Mr. Taylor, a town missionary in 
B. ——, was paying the first visit of 
the week at the house of Mrs. Clay¬ 
ton. This was an official arrange¬ 
ment, for tho lady was an influen¬ 
tial member of his committee, 
with time to devote to consulta¬ 
tion over his most perplexing 
cases, and in Mrs. Clayton’s quiet 
room, whero wealth and culture 
stood as handmaids in the pres¬ 
ence of the King, Mr. Taylor had 
found some of his greatest difficul¬ 
ties smoothed hy her strong faith 
and substantial help.

I have for some 
years allowed £1 a month to six 
carefully selected cases of respecta¬ 
ble poverty, and, where possible, of 
sincere Christianity—persons who 
have seen better days, and I have 
never paraded their need. On Sat¬ 
urday I heard of the death of one 
of these proteges, so I have a va¬ 
cancy and' thought you might help 
me. Do you know anyone suita¬ 
ble? Or if it were a nice old couple, 
whom you could confidently recom¬ 
mend, I should prefer that.” 

“Five shillings a week,” Mr. 
Taylor said, “ would be wealth to 
some of my poor people; but just 
now I do not think of any who 
quite meet all the conditions. 
There are the Stantons,” he added, 
musingly, “ they would be the very 
people, only they are not poor 
enough ! I do not know their source 
of income,” he went on, “ hut it 
must be a fairly substantial one, 
they are so eminently respectable, 
and the brightest Christians I 
know. It is one of my treats to go 
and sit in their cosy room when I 
am weary and dispirited with my 
wurk—just like a breeze from the 
delectable mountains.” 

“You make me wish to know 
them,” said Mrs. Clayton; “we all 
need that kind of air sometimes. 
If you will give me their address I 
will find them out some day, but 
they are evidently not the' people 
for my present purpose. Well,you 
may perhaps think of some one in 
the next day or two. ’ I should like 
it to be amongst your poor friends 
if possible. Good-morning.” 

And Mis Taylor took his depart¬ 
ure, indulging, as he walked along, 
in a most comfortable habit of soul 
that had often .been of marvelous 
service in his work. He turned 
simply and believlngiy, to the 
Friend whom he knew to be “ with 
him aiway,” and asked Him to 
guide in a matter which might so 
bless some tried and suffering 
saint."' v/ 
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He visited many homes that 
morning, some poor enough in¬ 
deed, but not respectably; many 
where the elements of comfort were 
present in ample work and good 
wages, but neutralized by thrift- 
lessness, and, alas! too often by 
sin; but in none did he find a suit¬ 
able case for Mrs. Clayton’s chari¬ 
ty. And all through his morning 
round his thoughts turned, with 
steady aud unaccountable persist¬ 
ency, to the little home of the Stan¬ 
tons, and their bright, cheery faces 
haunted him as in a vision. 
“ What can it mean?” he wonder¬ 
ed ; “ can one of them be ill? l am 
going in quite another direction 
this afternoon, or I would have 
dropped in and inquired.” 

His afternoon work was mapped 
out in his usual methodical way, 
but he went in to his mid-day meal 
with a perplexed face. “ Has there 
been any message from the Stan¬ 
tons?” he asked of his wife, rather 
eagerly. “ No, but you are wanted 
to go to Howard street; there’s a 
message from No. 15—a child ill, I 
think,” Mrs. Taylor said. 

“ Why, that is only two doors 
from, the Stantons’, just at the op¬ 
posite end of the town from where 
I intended to be this afternoon, so 
I will look in on them at the same 
time and satisfy myself. I can’t 
but think there is some trouble 
there.” 

He had a sympathetic listener in 
his good wife, who knew the old 
couple well and quite shared in his 
admiration of them; but, of course 
she could throw no light on his 
feeling of perplexity.

IN THE BEAN BELT. 

Growing and Harvesting the Crop — The 
Popular Field Variety. 

Western New York is a “bean belt” 
and expects a large crop this year. An 
interesting interview with an. authority 
in bean growing in that section is re¬ 
ported in editorial coarespondence of 
The Rural New Yorker. It contains the 
following among other items : 

“How are the beans harvested?” 

“The old fashioned way is to pnll 
them up by hand, two rows at a time, 
setting the plants in little bunches, 
roots upward, to cure. This is very 
hard work indeed. There is no other 

o 

process upon the farm more tiring to 
the back than pulling beans. This is 
still done where the crop is not very 
large. The large growers, however, use 
a bean cutter, a two wheeled machine 
having two sharp, narrow blades that 
‘cut the beans off just below the surface, 
two rows at a time, drawing the two 
rows into one. They are then bunched 
by forks into little piles ■ to enre in the 
field before thrashing. By the time they 
are ready for harvesting all the leaves 
are fallen, so that there is nothing ex¬ 
cept the bare vine and pods.” 

“Can the beans be thrashed by ma¬ 
chinery?” 

“Yes; the bean thrasher is built on 
the same plan as the ordinary grain 
thrasher, and the machines are now so 
improved that the farmer does not have 
to reclean the beans before delivering 
them to his purchaser. There is, how¬ 
ever, quite a long process before the 
beans are ready for the consumer, and 
special machinery is found in the ware¬ 
houses of the bean districts.” 

“ What is the process of preparing tho 
beans for market?" 

“First they are put through a clean¬ 
er, a very ingenious machine. The best 
bean oleanors cost several hundred dol¬ 
lars each and have a capacity of 50 to 
100 bushels per hour. They take out all 
the dust, dirt and split beans by an 
ingenious system of fans, sieves aud air 
suction, and also polish tho re mainin g 
beans to a pearly luster. 1 ’ 

“Are they then ready for shipping?” 

“Na They must still be hand picked 
before barreling for shipment In many 
beanhouses in western New York wom¬ 
en are. given steady employment for at 
least nine months in the year.
